I sighted  and  photographed  an  unidentified  object  at  12tI0  A.T:»  on 
the  morning  of  Wednesday^  November  6,  1957* 

I was  driving  Vfest  on  Natella  Ava^  on  my  way  home*  As  X approached 
the  Santa  Ana  Freeway  overpass^  a strange  light  appeared  in  the  slcy  die  ad 
of  ne  and  a little  to  my  right*  It  was  visible  for  «ily  a moment*  I 
continued  up  onto  the  bridgSi  which  crosses  over  the  freeway*  As  there 
was  no  traffic  on  Katella  Ave^  I stopped  my  car  to  look  for  the  source 
of  the  li’ht  I had  Just  seen*  I instinctivly  reached  for  my  Graf  lex 
Century  Camera  and  advanced  the  roll  of  film  one  frame  as  a precaution 
against  a dou'ole  exposure*  I then  opened  the  car  door  and  as  I was 
getting  out  icT  a better  vie*  of  the  area»  I set  my  range  at  ’'Inf"  and 
f stop  at  shutter  at  l/lO  second*  Vvhen  I stood  up  by  the  car 

I saw  the  light  again*  It  appeared  to  be  approximately  65®  above  the 
horizon*  It  see-^ed  as  though  it  was  hovering  over  Disneyland*  The 
shape. of  the  light  resembled  a small  blimp  or  a vary  thick  cigar*  It 
appeared  to  be  a weird  gaseous  mass  glowing  in  a vivid  pinkish  red  color 
similar  to  tha“-  of  a railrcad  flare* 

Looking  across  the  top  of  the  car and  bracing  myself  between  the  car 
and  open  door,  I steadied  camera  on  the  top*  I located  the  light  in 
my  view  finder  and  snapped  the  picture,  '.vlile  I was  advaricing  the  film 
for  another  shot,  the  light  dissappeared,  I only  took  ny  eyes  away  from 
for  a nonsn^  • 'Vnsn  u*  looked  back  it  was  gone*  I have  no  idea  what 
became  of  it*  I stood  there  a few  minutes  scanning  the  sky  hoping  it 
might  reappear*  I soon  gave  up  and  drove  on  home  thinking  I had  photo- 
graphed a light  deflection  cf  some  sort. 

VJhen  X got  off  work  that  afternoon  at  2:00 
and  I drove  to  ^PPly  Garden  Grove*  I intend eil  to 

leave  the  film  Tor  regular  2 i;  hour  processing*  There  was  only  one 
unexposed  frame  left  cn  the  roll  and  my  fj^iends  and  I were  anxious  to 
see  what  I had  photographed*  My  consversation  with  Mrs«4HH|^was 
overheard  & photographer  with  the  Garden  Grove  Daily 

’lews,  who  insisted  upon  taking  the  films  to  his  newspaper  stating  that 
he  would  develope  the  roll  free*  Ke  took  the  film  with  him  in  his  car 
and  we  followed  in  my  car.  VJhen  we  arrived  at  t‘  e newspaper,  he  took 
the  unopened  roll  into  the  darkroom  and  developed  it  vrhile  the  three  of 
us  waited  in  the  city  room.  After  the  film  was  processed,  he  called  us 
in  to  look  at  the  negative  sajd-ng,”  You  didn't  get  a damn  thingl’  Upon 
closer  inspection  of  frane  7,  ’"hich  was  quite  dense,  revealed  a small 
vagu.e  image*  another  Garden  Irove  News  photographer

large,  orange-colored  ball,  and  was  reported  continuously  by  Garden  Grove  obser- 
vers. I don’t  know  y^at  it  was."

the  interview  he  seeded  to  be  pleased  vrith  the  publicity  he  had  received  and 
at  tirnes  appeared  iTnnaturely  excited.  The  local  police  and  sheriff*  s office 
volunteered  zh&t  Svlh3E  had  -".ade  six  (6)  minor  complaints  ranging  from 
malicious  mischief  to  someone  taking  keys  from  his  car.  The  complaints  did 
have  some  basis  or  were  of  such  nature  that  they  could  not  be  checked.

California.  At  this  tine  he  observed  a fuzzy,  cigar- shaped  object  hovering 
sixty-five  (65)  degrees  abo’/e  the  horizon  and  to  the  Northwest,  approximately 
over  Disneyland  Park.  SCLKCS  stopped  hJ.s  vehicle  on  a bridge  over  the  Santa 
Ana  Freeway  and  uook  a picture  of  the  object.  SCL-RCE  stated  that  the  object 
was  of  a flickering,  pinkish-red  color.  It  had  the  brightness  of  an  automobile 
headlight  several  bl'  cks  away.  The  size  vras  1/2  to  3/U  the  size  of  a pinhead 
held  at  ar-^s  length.  In  S lECE*o  opinion  the  object  appeared  to*  be  gaseous 
and  resembled  a flare  molded  in  the  shape  of  a cigar  and  supported  by  a 
large  balloon.  In  all,  SlIivIE  observed  the  object  for  thirty  to  forty  (30  to 
UO)  seconds  and  chen  looked  away  to  move  his  film  ahead  one  frame.  When  he 
looked  back  the  object  had  disappeared.  SCIRG^  stated  that  the  bright  spot 
that  appeared  on  the  negative  was  not  observed  by  him.

S IftCE  stated  that  he  had  moved  his  film  ahead  one  ftame  so  that  he 
c^uld  be  sure  of  not  getting  a double  e ■posure.  The  picture  was  taken  with 
a range  of  infinity,  F stop  at  'i*5  and  a shutter  speed  of  l/lO  of  a second. 


SCI  KCE  stated  that  he  believed  the  object  could  have  been  a light 
reflection  or  some  unexplain&l  or  unexplainable  phenomenon.

The  Chief 
of  Security  stated  that  the  park  was  completely  shut  down  on  the 
night  in  question  and  that  the  fev;  security  and  maintenance 
personnel  on  duty  did  not  observe  anything  unusual.

1»  In  analyzing  the  attached  photograph  and  report  of  incident  hy  the  source^ 
the  following  facta  are  evident  from  a photographic  viewpoint: 

a*  The  photograph  in  question  la  believed  to  have  be«:  eonposed  or  made 
up  by  soiBe  sort  of  trick  technique  requiring  two  or  more  exposures  or  else  was  a 
transparent  plastic  or  florescent  painted  balloon  or  was  a cosiblnatlon  of  the  two* 
The  latter  is  less  apparent  due  to  the  spotting  Irregular  tone  of  the  cigar  shaped 
object  especially  noticeable  In  front*  It  is  extreowly  unlikely  that  the  bright 
light  with  halo  effect  (tqp  rear  of  object)  was  physically  a part  of  the  cigar 
shape  because  any  Ught  as  bright  as  that  on  top  of  an  object  would  have  reflected 
light  from  the  objects  top  surface;  therefore^  It  Is  believed  this  ll^t  was  nade 
by  another  en^^n^^njneaa^le  of  a similar  halo  effect  photographed  of  a street 
light  by  stay  j is  attached  as  inclosure  ^*  Attached 

as  Inclosure  6 is  an  exao^le  shot  by  the  xaoon  and  effect  created  when 

camera  was  moved* 


b*  It  la  not  believed  that  the  object  in  question  waus  created  by  light 
reflection  from  clouds  or  sky  as  concluded  by  investigators  but  before  the  Inference 
that  object  might  have  been  connected  with  Disneyland  Is  miUed  out^  an  investigation 
should  be  made  to  see  if  any  of  the  rides  in  Disneyland  are  similar  In  shape  to  the 
cigar  shape  bec€U»e  thru  a trick  technique  a space  ship  in  Disneyland  could  have  pro- 
vided the  peculiar  shape* 

e*  The  sky  produced  in  the  pbotogxmph  gives  It  an  unresbllstlc  appearance 
because  of  the  e^^siure  received  below  the  object  and  the  fact  that  it  does  not  look 
like  the  nozmal  sk:-'  exposure.  An  exposure  of  l/lO  of  a second  at  f/4*5  when  camera 
is  pointed  at  the  win  reproduce  the  stars  unless  there  was  a cloud  cover;  also, 
this  ei^svure  will  normally  not  produce  an  extremely  dense  negative  as  stated  hy 
soxirce*  Hr*^B^expcsed  Inclosure  5 (street  light)  at  l/lO  at  f/4*^  and  inclosure  6 
(moon)  at  3 seconds,  f/3*^*  These  ej^surea  tend  to  disprove  data  statements 

made  by  source* 


d*  In  the  report  of  incident,  it  Is  very  apparent  that  the  source  had 
either  a good  working  knowledge  of  photography  or  else  received  very  experienced 
coaching  when  making  the  report  because  he  has  attenpted  to  eliminate  al  1 possible 
questions  that  might  be  asked  by  persons  in  the  photographic  profession*  ibcaoiple: 
In  the  first  paragraph  he  stated  that  he  advanced  film  as  precaution  against  double 


exposure*  After  reading  the  report,  the  reader  is  left  with  the  ijopression  that  the 
photographer  was  attenpt:*jig  to  cover  all  Ixiferences  that  might  lead  to  the  thought 
of  trick  photography*
